heartening,  showing  as  they  do.  not  mere  .spurts 
In  rortatn  Industries,  but  widespread  improve- 
uicnL  ill  almost  every  branch  of  human  endeaTor 
on  the  material  plane,  one  outsUndlng  fact  Is 
that  there  nre  200,000  more  men  employed  in 
Canada  than  there  were  a  year  ago.  There  Is 
a  definite  falling  off  in  numbers  everywhere  on 
the  ro.ster  of  relief.  Factories  closed  In  1932  are 
new  running  full  or  part  time.  The  mining  and 
lumbering  hidntCrles  are  showing  very  satis- 
factory gains;  bank  clearings  are  on  the  up- 
grade.

The  forefolnff  llluatrate  how  conditions  have 
Improved  in  a  brief  year  and  they  a^e  continuing 
to  grow  better,  not  Imperceptibly,  but  with  cu- 
mulative effects  on  eeonomlc  betterment.  There 
may  be  no  particular  CAUSi  for  undue  optlmLsm, 
but  there  Is  most  certainly  no  cause  for  pessi- 
mism, for  the  turn  In  the  tide  la  evidenced  aU 
over  the  world.  Every  slRn  Indicates  a  sustained 
advance  In  the  return,  to  what  is  characterized 
as  prosperity.  Perhaps  the  best  sign  of  all  Is 
that  the  fear  affecting  conditlooa  which  obsaaaed 
ao  many  la  AiMt^ptutixg.  * 

BrncENCK  or  bsuoIcuc 

It  is  recorded  of  Simonides  that  he  never 
repented  that  he  had  held  hU  tongue,  but  often 
that  he  had  spoken.  Down  the  ages  there  has 
been  a  tendency  to  yegard  the  talker,  whether 
man  or  woman,  aa  a  humbug.  It  la  a  term  of 
reproach  when  parliamentary  as.'Jcmblles  are  de- 
scribed as  "talking  shops,"  and  it  is  very  certain 
that  by  far  the  greatest  amount  of  work  In  the 
world  is  done  by  those  who,  on  the  majority  of 
occasions,  keep  their  thoughts  to  themselves, 
who  do  not  wear  their  hearts  on  thel»  sleeves. 

It  Is  particularly  the  case  that  those  who  have 
the  deepest  feelings  In  a  religious  sense  are  ret- 
icent.   They  have  no  desire  to  drag  hidden 

•  things  of  deep  moment  before  public  notice, 
5  their  reluctance  In  this  respect  being  due  to 

•  temperament,  or  perhaps  to  what  some  might 
-deaerlbe  as  a  "last  Infirmity  of  noble  minds." 
'  These  who  feel  most  shrink  most  from  laying 

bare  their  feelings.  Unlike  the  more  effervescent 
'  they  do  not  exude  "ploalty."  There  are  those  of 
l)ure  life  and  keen  spiritual  Insight  who  make  no 
parade  ol  what  they  have  won  in  this  regard. 
There  are  others,  not  noeeanrfly  intensely  re- 
llglou.s  who  have  deeper  feelings,  but  who  have 
an  innate  objection  to  making  a  parade  of  them. 

There  Is  a  somewhat  hackneyed  story  told  of 
a  dlstlngul.shed  man  whose  rellRlon  could  never 
be  determined.  He  was  beset  on  all  s^es  with 
;  questions  and  to  one  Interrogator,  ifiore  Im- 
portunate than  the  rest,  he  said  that  his  religion 
was  that  of  all  sensible  men.  The  questioner 
then  asked  what  was  the  reUglon  of  senalttle 
men,  to  which  the  reply  came:  "That,  ovuT 
tfflf<tyu  man  keeps  to  himself."  Possibly  this 
attitude  touches  deep  springs  of  religious  feel- 
taaf«  There  Is,  of  course,  an  aspect  of  this  ques- 
tion to  be  dl.scu.ssed  as  to  whether  those  who 
keep  their  religion  to  themselves  fall  to  diffuse 
profit  In  Intercourse  with  others.  They  may  fall 
In  the  matter  of  mere  word.s,  but  an  Individual's 
presence  alone  often  proves  an  Inspiration  for 
good.  Just  as  In  10  many  other  cases,  practice 
\n  better  than  precept.  "Faith  If  It  hath  not 
works.  Is  dead,  being  alone." 

Thert'  Is  value,  very  high  value,  in  reticence 
In  religion.  There  are  Individual  \« !  uiuct 
their  religious  exercises  in  public  and  wlio  think 
that  In  doing  so  they  have  fulfilled  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  what  Is  enjoined  by  Holy  Writ. 
Many  of  these  are  earnest  In  the  extreme; 
others  conform  with  outward  standards,  and 
perhapa  art  hypocritical  in  their  attitude,  i  he 
Great  Atifhorlty  drew  a  dl.stlnctlon  between  such 
as  wish  to  be  seen  of  men  at  their  devotions  and 
those  who  "enter  Into  their  tamer  chamber  and, 
having  .^hut  the  door,  pray  to  their  Father,  which 
Is  in  secret."  It  may  well  be  assumed  then  that 
an  essential  feature  of  roUglous  toaching  la  to 

be  found  In  retkaOOO  hi  thO  IKpi'iWPBU  iOC  • 
Uglous  faith. 

Thli  quality  of  retleanoo  has  Its  Umltatkms. 

It  Ls  a  beautiful  quality  In  men's  relationships 
one  with  another.  It  cannot,  however,  be  car- 
ried thrOtti^  an  the  spheres  of  life.  The  pulptt, 
the  press  and  the  platform  are  place.s  where  men 
and  women  can  enlighten  others  by  faith  that 
If  in  then.  In  thoee  roatnunt  there  Is  no  place 
for  reticence  the  .suppresslo  verl  must  not  be 
practised;  the  preacher  and  the  teacher  must 
not  take  away  the  key  of  knowledge.  Theirs  Is  a 
definite  place  In  the  world  i  inierpreter.s,  per- 
h  i;  nietlmes  as  chosen  lamps  lor  the  diffusion 
ol  ii^ia  In  dark  places.  It  Is  not  such  who  can 
he  hekl  up  as  examples  of  the  spiritual  value  of 
rotlcence  In  religion,  though  that  value  Is  un- 
doubted.

Thf  people  of  no  country,  to  the  same  extent 
as  tlioae  of  Britain,  place  such  ImpllclL  confi- 
denee  In  their  banks.  British  banks  lead  the 
world  In  the  volume  of  their  deposits.  The  Mid 
land  Bank  Ltd.  is  first  With  deposits  of  $2,132,- 
895,029.   Then  come  Barclays  Bank  Ltd.  with 

$1,946,540,467,  I.Imv.Is  Hank  Ltd  with  $1,879,- 
276,556;  the  WestniUister  Bank  Ud.  with  $1,519.- 
383,468,  and  the  National  Provlnelal  Bank  Ltd 

with  $1,488,887,143.     All   these   five   bank',  in-li 

vidually  exceed  In  their  deposits  what  is  the 
greatest  bank  In  the  United  States  In  this  re- 
gard. Th»'  '  "'..1.  N.i';'  Hank  of  New  Ynrk  ha.s 
deposits  of  $i,338,Gy9,324,  and  there  are  only  tiiree 
other  American  banks  with  deposits  of  more 
than  $1,000,000,000. 

It  is  natural  that  In  Canada  with  ItS  much 
smaller  population,  bankinn  chposlts  cannot 
compare  In  volume  with  those  of  either  Britain 
or  the  United  States.  It  Is  significant,  however, 
that  deposits  here  are  very  heavy  and  show  a 
reliance  In  the  banks  which  Is  the  completest 
possible  answer  to  those  who  criticize  their  oper- 
ations. The  Bank  of  Montreal,  in  the  matter  of 
depesttA  ABjoyi  twelfth  place  in  the  Engllsh- 
.spoaklng  world  with  a  total  of  $642,148,393.  The 
Royal  Bank  has  deposits  of  $601,908,921  and  oc- 
cupies HftMBtlk~  place;  'and"4lio '^aBadlan"Bank 
of  Commerce,  with  $472,0HMt.  la  twentieth 
place. 


B.C.  DRAMATIC  FUTIYAL 

The  presentation  of  a  week  of  drama,  under 

the  direction  of  the  British  Columbia  Festival, 
win  open  on  April  16  at  the  Crystal 
Garden  ^th  good  prospects  of  success.  While 
there  are  fewer  plays  than  last  year,  the  added 
experience  of  the  players  may  be  expected  to 
show  a  higher  standard  of  dramatic  art.  A 
larger  number  of  dramatic  clubs  from  outside 
Victoria  will  not  only  give  added  zest  to  the 
competition,  but  is  a  happy  extension  of  what 
Is  really  a  provincial  entc^rlse.  The  two  new 
challenge  cups  for  British  Columbia  authorship 
will  give  a  special  /llUp  and  are  at  the  same 
time  an  evidence  ctf  the  growing  hold  that 
dramatic  art  Is  taking  upon  the  community. 

Another  encouraging  sign  is  the  longer  list 
of  Juvenile  groups  that  will  take  the  boarda.  The 
provincial  festival  is  In  the  nature  of  a  high  school 
preparatory  to  the  aniverslty  of  the  Dominion 
festival  that  holds  its  gathering  at  Ottawa  at  the 
end  of  the  month.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  large 
numbers  of  citizens  will  support  the  local  effort 
and  thus  broaden  and  deepen  here  the  high 
culture  produced  through  dramatic  art

elsewhere  and  drawing  lessons 
from  the  experiments  of  their 
neighbors.

The  United  States  Brain  Trust 
is  not  going  to  let  go.  It  is  going 
to  hang  on,  and  It  is  daily  taking  a 
tighter  grip  on  the  tall  an**  in- 
creasing  the  length  of  the  appendix 
in  its  hands.  It  is  not  at  all  likely 
ttiat  when  the  Preeldent  asked  Con- 
gTfun  for  certain  powers  he  con- 
templated the  possibility  of  the 
poaNaslon  of  comparatively  limited 
powers  forcing  him  to  a.ssume  con- 
stantly increa.slng  powers.

The  original  N.R.A.  recovery  plan 
was  a  very  simple  thing;  but  it  has 
grown  so  great  with  what  has  been 
fed  into  Its  inaw  that  It  may  l)efore 
the  end  &waUuw  not  only  the  polit- 
ical constitution,  but  all  the  bud- 
nes.s  In.stitutions  of  the  state.  The 
original  Brain  Trust  was  composed 
of  one  or  two  professors  and  we  be- 
lieve one  newspaperman.  Today 
the  political  brains  of  the  nation 
represents  at  least  fifty  profeesori, 

controlling  and  adminL^^^trring  five 
hundred  dlflerent  codes,  and  there 
are  almost  dally  additions  to  the 
nuinti'T  of  tho.se  codes.  With  such 
a  mass  of  complex  machinery  there 
must  be  many  chances  for  one  of 
the  cogs  In  the  wheels  to  burst  and 
play  the  devil  with  the  wlu>le  works.

The  stated  purpo.se  of  the  recov- 
ery programme  was  to  equalize 
conditions  in  life  as  between  eor- 
porntlon.s  and  individuals  b\irstlng 
with  illegitimately  gotten  wealth 
and  oemmen  men,  aometlmes  called 
forgotten  men  and  .sometimes  the 
underdogs.  There  was  a  statement 
in  the  newspapers  a  few  days  ago 
purporting  to  prove  that  the  new 
plan  has  completely  failed  In  that 
purpose.  This  statement  was  not 
made  by  a  representative  <<(  plu!  p' 
racy.  And  it  was  to  the  effect  that 
dtirlng  the  first  year  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  NJl.A.  big  oorporatimis 
have  become  richer  and  little  indi- 
viduals poorer.  The  representative 
of  the  big  Interests  proved  his 
point  by  quoting  the  amounts  paid 
into  the  federal  treasury  in  the 
form  of  taxes  upon  Incomes.  And 
he  charges  that  the  administrators 
of  the  Brain  Trust  In  pursuit  of 
their  theories  have  failed  to  take 
into  consideration  the  Interests  of 
the  consumers,  the  forgotten  men 
In  the  grand  sehsme  of  ginaral  up- 
lift.

If  that  statement  is  true.  Uncle 
Bam  has  got  hold  of  an  obstreper- 
ous animal  by  the  tall,  and  ulti- 
mately may  be  puzzled  as  to 
wtiether  it  were  better  to  tiang  on 
or  let  go.  We  are  not  discussing 
tills  matter  for  the  purpose  of  find- 
ing fault  with  the  business  of  the 
people  of'lhi  Vhited  Slates  or  prov- 
ing that  the  people  within  the 
British  Empire  are  wiser  than  their 
neighlMra  We  are  drawlnt  atten- 
tkm  to  the  facts  for  the  purpose  of 
warning  governments  in  Canada  of 
being  sure  what  they  are  under- 
taking If  they  should  be  tempted  to 
selise  an  animal  ot  uncertain 
temper  by  the  tall.

In  British  Oolumbla  the  govern- 
ment has  secured  dietaterlal  power.s 
and  is  considering  the  prorlama- 
tlon  of  codes  for  the  regalatloo  and 
stimulation  of  bostness.  It  has 
been  aald  in  justification  of  the 
action  of  the  provincial  government 
ttiat  the  Dominion  government  is 
doing  the  same  thing,  although  the 
Prime  Minister  had  given  aiviur- 
anees  that  nothing  of  the  kind 
would  be  attempted.  As  we  under-

It  is  far  better 
to  commence  on  the  lower  rung  of 
a  ladder  and  work  up  than  it  Is  to 
start  at  the  top  and  fall  headlong 
down.  Nevertheless,  it  is  i^iparent 
that  for  every  Job  there  are  ten 
waiting  to  take  nd'.anfage  of  the 
opportunity.  This  is  the  chief  dlfB 
niltv,  unfortunately,  with  which  we 
have  to  contend,  especially  the 
younger  generation. 

However,  speaking  of  ways  fd 
lowed  by  sortie  oT  the  pioneers  to  day. 


make  a  living,  it  is  Interesting  to 
note  what  they  did,  and  how,  by  per 
severance,  they  succeeded  in  h.ivlng 
sufficient  to  pay  their  way.  and  a 
few  provided  something  for  their 
later  years  of  life.  We  have  in  the 
past  spoken  of  John  Butts,  showing 
wherein  he  made  money  by  follow 
ing  the  occupation  of  town  cries.  It 
Is  quite  possible  that  If  anyone  at 
tempted  to  start  town  crying  at  the 
corner  of  V.itc.s  and  dovernment 
Streets  now  he  would  sixin  come 
under  the  eagle  eye  of  Chief  Heat- 
ley,  who  would,  in  his  usual  kindly 
but  determined  way,  tell  him  to 
move  on.  There  was  another  crier 
we  had  here  In  early  days  besides 
John  T^utt-s.  and  that  was  the  ven- 
dor of  hot  pies.  The  Coney  Island 
man  opernting  on  the  .streets  today 
with  delicious  hot  dors  Ls  a  good 
substitute.  The  youiiK.'.  is  looked 
upon  the  pieman  of  early  lime.s  as 
the  ugliest  man  who  had  ever  come 
to  Victoria,  and  he  certainly  wsK. 
But,  of  course,  that  had  no  effect 
on  tlie  pies.  They  appeared  good  to 
everyone,  and  the  purcliaser  would 
look  at  the  pics  and  not  at  the  man 
The  flavor  remained  long  In  the 
memory.  He  had  a  tin  taiilc  airange- 
men  wiiich  he  carried  on  his  arm. 
containing  the  pies,  and  on  the  in- 
sfals  there  was  a  spirit  lamp  tlut 
kspt  the  whole  Interior  warm.  Nat- 
urally, /the  small  l>oys  had  a  peek  at 
the  pies  when  the  vendor  was  not 
watching  too  clo.sely.  The  money  he 
made  out  of  hot  pies  would  -iStonlsh 
a  banker. 

It  Is  true  there  are  B«ne  occupa- 
tions that  have  become  obsolete. 
Before  the  Invention  of  the  type- 
writer, any  young  man  or  wonuin 
who  wrote  a  fine  hand  could  secure 
steady  work  In  the  law  office »  along 
the  lines  of  cngrus-sing  wills  and 
various  documents.  That  occupation 
Is  done  away  with  now,  or  nearly  so. 

Immediately  surrounding  the  city 
or  village  there  were  large  quan- 
itio.s  of  what  the  Indians  called 
KHin  .sfirk,"  especially  in  the  thou- 
■■^ands  of  .stuin|i.s  that  were  to  be 
found  everywhere.  Tlie  wood  con- 
tained turpentine,  and  was  split  in 
small  splinters  and  peddled  from 
door  to  door  for  kindling  fires. 
Many  doUara  were  picked  up  in  this 
way.  Making  a  llvhig  by  your  wits 
win  receive  additional  attention  In 
later  "Memories." 

The  S.P.A.  BUI  brings  to  mind 
many  occurrences  quite  In  keeping 
with  It.  Really,  we  could  apply  to 
that  mueta-talked-of  bill  that  old 
saying,  ^There'a  nothing  new  under 
the  sun,"  for  three  times  or  more 
bills  have  been  brought  up  In  the 
British  Columbia  lygislntnre  in 
years  past  that  caused  intense  ad- 
verse feeling  on  th.-  part  of  the 
public.  The  wonderful  speeches  of 
Mr.  Leonard  Maclure  and  the  Hon 
Amor  de  Cosmos,  In  which  they 
spoke  oontlnuausly  for  more  than 
twenty  hours  in  order  to  kill  an  ob- 
noxious bill,  and  were  succNsful  In 
■their  efTorts,  are  oiit.standlng  exam- 
ples. At  a  later  time.  In  the  seven- 
ties, the  I.,egi.slal lire  wns  Invaded  by 
500  people  from  the  town  with  a  (^^- 
mand  that  an  olijectlonable  bill  be 
withdrawn,  with  the  result  that  it 
was  set  aside.  Ihe  present  bill  has 
upset  the  monotony  of  thlngn  and 
may  be  looked  upon  In  the  ilgiit  that 
possibly  It  Is  better  to  be  "deeidedly 
wrong  than  imdecldedly  right." 

Speaking  of  monotonv  reminds 
one  of  the  great  humorLst  Artcmus 
Ward,  who  was  driving  with  a 
friend  In  Wisconsin  In  a  single 
buggy.  He  drtlbcrately  drove  late  a 
deep  dltsh.  Both  of  them  were 
thrown  into  abwit  four  feet  of  mu«1 
HLs  chum  wa.s  dreadftillv  nncr' 
with  him,  and  when  hr'  had  siifTl- 
clently  recwered  himself,  a.sked, 
"Why  did  yon  do  such  a  foolUh 
thing**  Surely  you  saw  the  ditch. 
What  did  you  mean  by  driving 
straight  into  ttt*  •^00.  my  friend." 
answered  Mr.  Ward  la  hla  quiet, 
self-possessed  mauMr.  nhe  last 
twelve  miles  ws  have  driven  yoa 
have  not  spokm  a  stngls  word.

ThLs  l.s  a  very  readable  book  aboui 
drink,  money  and  relik'nm  and  the 
author's  personal  experience  with 
these  three  factors.  His  knowledge 
does  not  extend  to  the  scientific  as- 
pect of  liquor  and  Its  relation  to  the 
human  system,  nor  to  the  Intrica- 
cies of  Inflation,  deflation,  eto.«  mtr 
yet  to  a  general  knowledge  of  re- 
ligion. He  Is  eoneerned  with  the 
reaction  (;f  the.se  things  to  himself 
as  an  individual,  and  he  has  no 
flnanclal  desire  to  Impress  hLs  opin- 
ions on  his  reader.s.  He  merely  tells 
id.s  irv  )n  the  hope  tiiat  It  may 
prove  of  benefit  to  some  of  his  read- 
ers. 

It  Is  rather  suiprlslng  that  the 
author  Should  have  devoted  ten  of 

the  best  years  of  ills  life— the  late 

twenties   and    early  thirties — to  a  i 
prolonged  drunk  when  one  roads  of  i 
the  sini.ster  shadow  that  liquor  cast! 
(iv(  r  hl.s  boyhood,  yet  .such  was  the  i 
case  On  reaching  manhood  he  went 
to  Chicago  to  take  up  newspaper 
work  as  ills  vocation,  and  drinking 
as  his  major  avocation.   Like  mast 
drunkards,  he  had  periodical  fits  of 
remorse,  and  once  the  New  Year 
was  safely  over  be  would  reform. 
Unfortunately,  bis  Mithday  occurred 
on  January  18.  and  after  a  fitting 
celebration  he  was  off  the  wagon 
for  another  year.    Nnturally,  a.s  the 
years  rolled  on  he  suffered  phy.slcal- 
ly  and  evcntTially  he  lost  hLs  Job — 
and  incidentally  many  of  his  friends. 

HLs  experiences  while  out  of  work 
are  related  graphically,  and  he  sank 
very  low.  In  time  opportunity  came 
to  him  and  he  found  a  good  Job.

the  best  drawing-rooms  and  was 
welcomed  with  shouU.  Protiibltlon 
was  provldtng  a  lark." 

The  author  found  that  he  was 
fast  beeomlng  a  sodal  outcast,  but 
for  twelve  years  he  refrained  from 
"the  flowing  bowl."  Eventually  a 
trip  to  Bermuda  provided  him  with 
the  opportunity  of  going  on  an  ex- 
perimental jng  with  the  full  consent 
and  approval  of  his  wife  His  result/t 
are  Interesting,  as  am  tlu"  tabulated 
reasons  of  drinkers  and  non-drink- 
ers for  Ihsir  attltudss  to  this 
Uen.

At  a 
subsequent  conKre^^al loiial  meetinR 
after  di.scu.ssinK  the  i.ssue  for  two 
hours  and  a  half,  the  vote  stwd  159 
in  favor  and  138  agalust  accepting 
the  resignation.  In  view  oX  the  large 
dissentient  Vninorlty.  the  minister 
preswd  for  the  termination  of  her 
pastflftatc'.      "  —

Is  another  mat- 
ter. This  Incident  will  not  les,sen 
the  ardor  of  the  discussion  In  the 
coming  Assembly.  t 

Meantime  the  FYeo  Church,  Con- 
tiiiu  •  .  i  irh  will  shortly  take 
over  the  mucli- honored  name  of  the 
United  Free  Church,  has  tl^ken  ad- 
vanced ground  and  la  prepared  to 
let  the  women  climb  the  puli;;^t 
stairs  and  deliver  from  thence  her 
manage  to  the  world.  The  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Canada  has  never 
taken  this  step,  nor  Is  it  likely  to. 
The  Unltod  Church  of  Canada,  at 
Its  Oeneral  Council  in  19.30.  took 
uj)i  thf  l)o.sltion  that  there  was  "notlilng 
in  reason,  or  in  Scripture,  to  bar 
women  from  the  ministry  "  As  a 
matter  of  policy,  hoivever,  the  mat- 
ter was  put  In  cold  storage.

Ludgate  Hill 

WRBf  the  Romans  took  poaaesslon 
Britain,  nearly  nineteen  hundiod  yean 

ago,  a  settlement  of  Britons  oceupled 
the  elevated  ground  at  the  junction  of  the 
Rivers  Thames  and  fleet,  and  the  >»iTM<lt  be- 
tween the  site  of  the  settlrmrnf  and  the  val- 
ley through  which  the  Fleet  made  iU  way  Into 
the  Tiiamn.s  Is  traversed  by  the  thoroughfare 
known  as  Ludgate  Hill.  It  Ls  one  of  the  mast 
ancient  of  Old  London's  streets,  and  derives 
Its  name  from  a  gateway  la  the  waU  eroetad 
by  the  Romans  around  thr  city,  which  was 
called  Lud  Gate,  owing  to  the  supposed  asso< 
clauon  of  Um,  a  Mfaadary  Brltkh  ktaig.  with 
the  site. 

Lud  Gate  wta  origlnatty  the  only  entrance 
la  tile  Rooua  WaB  on  the  western  side  of  the 
dty.  and,  aft.pr  having  been  rebuilt  by  the 
Barons  when  they  took  possession  of  the  capi- 
tal In  the  relga  of  King  John,  and  being  al- 
most dentroyed  IB  the  Oreat  Fire  of  Loadoa  In 
16M.  it  waa  demoliahed  in  the  eighteenth  ren- 
tury.  The  only  reUo  of  the  ancient  gateway 
alUl  la  eslatence  la  a  atatua  of  Queen  Hlaa- 
beth,  which  passed  unscathed  through  the 
Great  Kre.  and  now  atands  in  the  front  of 
St  Ouaataa^  Onauh  hi  Fleet  Street 

During  the  Middle  Ages  the  gatehouse  of 
Lud  Gate  became  a  prison  of  some  importance, 
aad  among  He  oeeopaata  weio  Lord  Mayor 

Foster  and  .Janr  .s',.  i<  I'.vsLer.  who  Waa  hi* 
prisoned  there  In  1464,  was  releaaed  upon  the 
payment  of  twenty  peuada  by  Dame  Agnes, 
whom  he  afterwards  married,  and  in  later 
years  he  remodeUed  the  prlaon  and  founded  a 
chapel  for  the  uBe  of  tta  tammtea.  Jane  shoiv. 
daughter  of  a  mercpr  and  wife  of  a  Koldsmlth 
Of  the  city,  became  the  mistreaa  of  Edward  IV 
aad  wielded  a  powerful  poUtlcal  influence  for 
a  time,  but  on  the  death  of  her  royal  lover  she 
was  aceuaad  of  aoroery  by  Richard  ni.  who 
feroed  her  to  make  a  penitential  walk  through 
thr  tendon  streets  brfore  being  haprlaanad 
in  the  dungeons  of  Lud  Gate,  and  having  been

A  Strange  Bundle 

COMINo  down  this  creek  <me  day,  aome  two 
years  after  he  had  first  seen  the  trader's 
wile,  Colson  met  a  fleet  of  long  Djuka  dug- 
outs, bound  upstream. 
Their  owners  only  grunted  as  they  passed. 
Btll  expreasl(Mis  played  about  their  crude 
half-<  racked  lips,  and  the  feathers  which  thoy 
had  stuck  Into  their  cheeks,  just  below  the

They  rolled  him  into  the  grass  and  left  him 
there.   Colson  now  carried  the  savtge's  blew- 

gun  and  the  quiver  of  poison-tipped  arrows. 

They  would  come  in  handy,  he  thought,  tn 
case  of  an  attack.

At  the  creek  they  found  a  canoe.  They  had 
Just  reached  the  flrstbend  when  a  greit  sho  it- 
Ing  back  of  the  DJuka  village  told  that  their 
escape  had  been  ditoorstod. 

Both  were  hardened  bu.shin«^n  .iiid  old  hands 
at  the  paddle,  and  they  made  the  frail  corial 
race  over  the  water.

.  The  Nightmare  Creek 

LIKX  the  crack  of  a  atartar^  gun  at  a  speed- 
way, Coison's  rifle  amuNineed  the  last 
lap  in  that  desperate 

The  DJuka  canoes  turned  sharply  to  tht 

right,  and  made  sharply  for  the  mouth  of  a 
creek  on  the  far  side  of  the  Curunl.  They 
reached  it  inside  of  a  few  mtautta  of  brisk 

pflrldlinp,  but  not  before  the  white  man's  rifle 
had  dropped  two  of  the  paddlcrs  In  the  last 


camp— how  best  to  let  Ivr  know  they  were  at 
hand.  But  first  of  all  they  must  secure  arms. 
The  blow-gun  would  serve  to  handle  surprises, 
but  would  pot  do  to  storm  such  an  outfit. 

And  right  there,  on  the  bank,  not  a  hundred 
yards  from  the  main  camp,  they  stumbled  on 
luck.  Michel,  who  was  In  the  lead,  ahnoet 
tripped  over  the  .savatje  left  to  ti'iard  the  boats. 
The  man  gnmted  as  they  fell  upon  him.  And 
when  they  had  tied  him  seourely,  Colson  rose 
with  a  gun  in  hand— his  gun.  with  the  maga- 
zine iM-acUcally  full.

And  sin"  M  -1  was  in  that  condition  when 
any  action  Aa^  what  he  craved,  Colson  lutd  to 
flgars  tht  matltr  out  by  htaMrtf. 

He  refused  to  believe  that  the  DJ  ikas  were 
taktog  Madam  Michel  back  to  their  settle- 
ment He  alto  refttstd  to  brieve  that  soeh  a 
large  fleet  had  been  dlspatrhetl  to  overt akr 
them.  It  was  his  opinion  that  the  big  escort 
had  merely  obbm  along  with  the  rest  up  to  a 

point  ai'l  xTo  leavlnR  them  here  to  return  to 
their  village.  Many  years  in  the  bush  had 
ssqrualntod  OotooB  with  most  of  tht  whtansics 
*of  these  people.  And  hU  supposition  that  only 
a  few  boato  carried  on  with  the  fair  capUve 


Inside  the  mouth  of  the  crtMt  the  water  was 
blacker  than  on  the  main  rtvtr.

The  Djuka's  Intent  was  so  obvloos.  It  was 
to  throw  their  captive  to  the  hUBgljr  Isgioas  of 
the  stream  unices  the  white  man  held  Jbtlrflrt. 
Trapped,  and  realizing  that  the  white  men's 
gun  gave  them  an  untold  advantage,  the  cun- 
ning brutes  to  tht  dugoute  thtM,  aoaght  to 
barttr  tht  white  womda  for  thtlr  frttdom. 


Sleuth  Enlists  Science  to 

Unravel  Seeminj^jly  . 

Uniuivcti  LiiiiKS 

BROKEN  glass,  patot.  or  a  footprint  meaa 
little  to  the  layman,  but  under  the  search* 
Ing  eye  of  Vancouver's  criminologist,  Inspeoter 
John  Fleming  Oullen  Brown  Vance,  of  the 
Police  Bureau  of  Science,  auch  trifling  duaa 
are  unravelled  to  reveal  the  story  of  a  erlm- 
toal  and  his  crime. 

In  fact,  so  successful  has  the  inqieotor  b«en 
to  securtag  convictions  against  crlmlnala  that 
thre^  attempts  have  been  made  on  his  life  and 
were  thwarted  onljr  throuKh  hla  keen  powtn^ 
of  observation  and  the  vigilance  of  police  oCB- 
eers  who  guard  him  night  and  day. 

For  months  he  received  threatening  letters 
by  the  score,  wamtog  him  to  "lay  off"  oertoin 
cases.  Only  hLs  l^een  analytical  and  inquiring 
mind  saved  him  and  a  aeore  of  others  from 
certain  death  when  a  parcel  was  dtUvtrtd  al 
his  laboratory.

Ohservcr  Get 
Hay  Fever  When  in 
Cloud  at  7,000  Ft. 

THE  story  of  how  a  British  pilot  and  his 
observer  caught  hay  fever  in  a  cloud  at 
an  altitude  of  7.0O0  feet  K  related  by  Flight 
Lieutenant  R.  O.  Veryard.  the  meteorological 
officer  attached  to  No.  1  Oroup,  K.AT.,  sto- 
tloned  at  Peshawar.  North  West  India.  In  the 
current  Issue  of  The  Metrologlcal  *^-f— *»— 
of  Lbndon: 

Recently,  while  flying  over  the  Tochl  Valley 
in  WadrisUn  'with  the  object  of  taking  dry 
and  wet  bulb  temperature  readings  in  and 
near  cumulus  cloud),  my  pilot  and  I  had  a 
rather  unpletsaat  but  Interesting  experience. 
We  entered  a  patch  of  cumulus,  which  was 
about  100  feet  thick,  at  approximately  ejOO 
feet  above  tht  grgnad,  tht  that  bttog  It  Jt 
IB.T. 

immiediateiy  I  noticed  a  smell  of  hay  aad 
felt  a  Uekltog  stasatloa  to  my  aott.  My  eyes 
biiaa  water,  aad  X  istsid  frequently  untu 
we  emerged  from  tht  ekmd.

Agricultural  Co-operation 
In  European  Countries 


By  H.  K.  REYNOLDS 

AT  about  the  same  time  that  Robert  Owen 
was  beginning  his  co-operative  Indus- 
trial egpariments  in  England,  the  Idea 
of  co-operatloB,  Involving  both  industry  and 
agrtcultiu«,  was  being  developed  la  Draaoa  by 
Francois  Charlee  Marie  Fourier. 

Today  almost  every  nation  In  Surope  em- 
ploya  a  oo-operatlv«  agrlealtural  ayrtem  of 

Minif  sort  or  another. 

The  first  modern  farm  associations  In  Prance 
were  more  like  trade  unions  than  the  co-oper- 
Htive  organlaatlons  in  other  'Ktiropean  coun- 
tries. Thoy  were  known  as  Agricultural  8yn- 
dloatas,  and  were  efalefly  ocmcemed  with  the 
buying  of  farm  rognliltMi  In  *»'—*''*«"^ 

At  the  present  time  th<n-e  are  about  12,000 
Agrtculuttual  Syndicates  In  France,  with  more 
than  1JW04NK>  mambare.  and  IJM  aoeletles  en- 
gaged in  the  production,  processing  and  sale 
Of  agricultural  produce,  operating  dairies, 
wtaMTlei;  ohaase  laotorlM.  dlitUtelaa  aad  othar 
produce. 

Belgium  had  its  first  co-operative  societies 
la  IMO.  There  Is  a  close  relationship  today 
between  the  Government  and  the  Belgian  co- 
operatives, of  which  there  are  now  about  1,200. 

The  oo-operattve  movement  in  Spain  has  re- 
ceived a  new  lease  of  life  under  the  republic, 
new  legislation  having  been  enacted  to  aid  the 
tarn  organlmtioas.  The  law  emphasizes  that 
the  co-operatlvea  are  not  to  regard  profits  as 
their  chief  aim.  but  are  to  look  out  for  their 
common  needs. 

German  Co  operatives 

GERMANY  has  more  than  5'J,000  co-opcrn- 
tlve  societies,  of  which  nearly  80  per 
oent  are  agricultural  associations.  They  oper- 
ate dairies  and  engage  in  the  marketing  of  cat- 
tle, eggs,  fruits,  vegeUbles  and  wine.  Under 
the  National  Socialist  Government  in  Oar- 
many,  the  agricultural  oo-oporattvas  hava  un- 


dergone aume  changes,  and  new  plans  are 
being  made  f<|r  tha  ImprovaoMnt  af  tha  farm- 
ing indu.stry,  in  which  tha  oo-opavattfta  will 
have  an  Important  part. 

In  Poland,  since  It  emerged  as  an  Indepon-

have  Aome  holes  made  in  tha  bottom  so  that 
amrphie  water  may  ruh  through. 

.^  II. !x'  ire  of  one-third  sand,  one-third  peat 
and  one -third  good  soli,  which  has  been  passed 
through  a  oae-oighth-lnch  mesh  screen,  will' 

be  fM;i;u1  a  satlsfa<;orv  .soil  In  which  to  SOW 
most  seeds.  The  sand  keeps  the  soil  from 
caktag,  and  the  peat  mom  retains  tha  oaolsture. 
N'  vr:  IV.,-  ,i,iv  fertilizer  In  the  soil  in  which 
:>eed  is  to  be  grown,  as  this  will  cauM  gplndly 
growth. 

.Some  horticulturists  like  to  sow  their  seed 
in  dry  SOU  and  then  cover  It  with  a  layer  of 
peat  moM  aad  then  a  layer  of  burlap,  through 
which  the  .soil  may  be  watered  without  disturb- 
ing the  seed.  The  writer,  however,  likes  to 
have  his  aofl  Just  moist  Perhaps  the  best  way 
to  g-e;  the  right  mouturt  ii  to  immerse  ths 
boxes  In  a  Unk  of  water  and  then  let  them 
drato  for  a  day  or  twob  or  until  suoh  time  as 
the  soil  Ls  just  moist.  If  this  can  be  done 
with  boiling  water  so  much  the  better,  as  a 
Tory  large  proportion  of  tha  bugs  and  weed 
seeds  will  foe  killed,  and  naadiag  will  ba  la* 
duoed  to  a  minimum. 


Rows  or  Broadcast 

'-HEN  seed  sowing  Is  on  a  small  scale,  It 
is  advisable  to  aow  the  seed  in  rows,  as 
when  they  are  to  be  transplanted  they  are 
more  easily  haiuKi  J  Hut  when  large  quanti- 
ties of  seed  are  to  be  handled,  broadcasting  Is 
tha  usual  mathod  adopted. 

Some  seeds  must  ba  planted  deeper  than 
othflrs.  About  a  quarter  of  an  inch  deep  will 
ault  the  average  seed,  but  very  fine  seed  Is 
sown  on  tha  auif ace  of  the  sou  and  just  cov- 
ered and  no' more.  Larger  seeds  are  planted 
deeper.  A  good  rule  is  to  plant  seed  twice  its 
own  depth.  .S  jw  the  seed  as  thinly  as  possible, 
bacause  IX  the  seed  Is  planted  thickly,  one  gets 
a  much  tower  percentage  of  germination. 

After  the  seed  is  sown,  cover  with  a  light 
covering  of  sand,  not  soil,  because  the  use  of 
sand  instead  of  light  soil  makes  it  easier  for 
the  little  seedlmg.s  to  push  their  way  through 
to  tlie  light.  Tamp  down  the  finished  sowli\g 
with  a  btock  of  wood  or  a  brick.  Cover  the 
aoad  boxes  with  a  sheet  of  glass,  over  whMh 
place  a  sheet  of  brown  paper.  This  brown 
ptptr  excludes  the  bright  light  of  the  direct 
annlight,  but  sttil  aUeaa  MMOih  Utftt  to  ger- 
minate the  seed. 

As  soon  as  the  seed  Bpruui^,  raise  the  glass 
half  an  inch  or  ao  to  admit  air.  If  the  seed 
boxes  are  to  a  greenhouse  or  frame,  the  glass 
may  be  altogether  removed  and  only  the  brown

seed  boxes  so  that  they  will  not  be  disturbed 
until  the  seedlings  are  large  enough  to  ba 
pricked  out.  Do  not  allow  any  circulation  of 
air  under  your  seed  bosas,  as  this  is  apt  to  dry 
the  soil  under  the  sssilltogi  tao  golekly.  Ptaoa 
the  boxes  flat  on  the  ground  to  prevent  this. 

After  the  seeds  have  germinated  and  tha

they  ahould  be  tran.splanted  Into  ottirr  h  ixf;

Trams  Without    Linns  In- 
vented in  England  to  Help 
Australian  Transport 


CANBERRA,— Plans  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  "feeder"  senrloes  to 
the  railways  by  means  ot  monster 
trartors.  which  are  described  as 
trains  without  lines"  have  been 
laid  before  the  Australian  Iftalster 
in  Chirge  of  Development. 

The  i;ew  unit,  which  has  a  haul- 
age capacity  of  fifteen  tons,  can 
move  along  rough  bush  tracks  and 
negotiate  the  steepest  hills  and 
sharpest  turns,  and  represents  an 
entirely  new  departure  In  tractor 
design.  It  Is  a  Brltlah  Invention, 
and  is  a  result  of  Investigations 
made  In  England  by  the  Over.seas 
Mechanical  I'ran.'spor'  Council,  on 
which  Australia  is  represeni'vl 

The  unit  comprises  an  eight- 
wheeled  tractor  capable  of  carrying 
three  tons  and  two  trailers,  which 
carry  six  tons  each,  and  follow  ac- 
curately the  tracks  ot  the  tractor 
by  means  of  remote  and  autonatic 
steering  eontrol.  Low-pressure  tyres 
and  articulated  wheels  enable  the 
vehicle  to  u.se  llghtly-con.striict<xi 
roads  without  rausing  undue  wear.
